Futrell today to Federal KclicC Administrator Harry L. Hopkins In 
which he held out prospect of securing state relief funds from liquor 
legalization and made direct appeal for restoration of federal relief aid 
in Arkansas. 


Telling Hopkins he was ''convinced" state provision would be maile 


for unemployablcs, governor sald:"Wc arc getting this money out of 
liquor bill, which will probably raise million and a half dollars," 


Although the letter indicated abproval for liquor legalization, the 


governor gave no hint on when lie would take action on the Thorn bill. 


Federal relief in tdis state was withdrawn March 1. Subscqcuntly 


the legislature voted to legalize liquor sales in original packcs and 
the house followed this up by voting to give proposed 45 cents gallon 
whiskey tax to the state relief.
